When I 
witnoH the tendency of power In human hand*, 
be it civil or ecclesiastical, or any other power, 
to mien perversion, I shrink from possessing it, 
lest I, too, might be tempted to lend it to the 
oppressor instead of the oppressed. "So I re- 
turned," says the wise man, "and considered all 
the oppressions that are done under the sun; 
and beheld the tenrt of such as wore oppressed 
and they hud DO comforter ; and on the side of 
their oppressors there w ai power ; but they had 
no comforter." 


I proceed to say, that this detestable doctrine 


of the Administration fioes to blot till ofer that 
page of history, of which Americans are so 
proud. 1 mean that page which records the 
famous achievement of Decatur and his bravs 
companions in the Mediterranean. For it must 
be remembered, that the Aluerine slaveholders, 
who wore »o severely chastised, and that, too, 
notwithstanding, being the most ignorant, they 
wcrn the least guilty class of slaveholders — I 
say, it must be remembered, that these A Igorine 
slaveholders acted under human Government, 
or, in tho words of the Administration, ("under 
legal restraint ;" and were, therefore, according 
to the wisdom of the Administration, released 
from all obligation to do unto others, as they 
would hare others do unto them ; and were at 
entire liberty to enslave American! as well as 
other people. 


I add, that this blasphemous doctrine of the 


Administration leaves unjustified, and utterly 
condemns, overy war which this nation has 
waged ; for every such war has been against a 
people acting under the authority of their Gov- 
ernment, or, in tho language of the Adminis- 
tration, "under legal restraint." What if our 
enemy in lighting against us, was guilty of 
fighting against God? — was guilty of trampling: 
under foot the Divine law T Nevertheless, nc- 
rording to the sago teaching of the Admini«' 
trntion, his guilt was overlaid with innocence, 
from tho fiirt thM he was "acting under legal 
restraint." Surely, it will not be pretended that 
our transgressions, on the part of other*, can- 
not be excused by the like cause. Surely, if 
wo may put in the plea of " legal restraint" 
ngainst Divine laws, «o may others.
